The war-crimes trial of Omar Khadr was 
thrown into disarray late Thursday after 
his defence lawyer collapsed in front of 
shocked participants in the courtroom 
and was taken to hospital. 

Lt.-Col. Jon Jackson was taken from the 
courthouse by ambulance and was on 
morphine for the pain, possibly related to 
recent gall-bladder surgeiy. 

Bryan Broyles, deputy chief defence 
counsel with the Office of Military 
Commissions, said Jackson might need to 
be flown to the mainland for treatment. 

That raised the spectre of a lengthy de¬ 
lay in the proceedings. “We don’t know 
what his short-term prognosis is,” Broyles 
said. “He will not be in court Friday.” 

The incident occurred almost at the 
end of the day as Jackson, Khadr’s 
strapping Pentagon-appointed lawyer, was 
cross-examining a witness who testified to 
shooting Khadr twice in the back eight 
years ago. With just minutes to go before 
court was slated to break for the day, Jack- 
son appeared unwell and asked the judge 
for a brief recess, the associated press

Suncor Energy Inc. pared 
yet another chunk of natu¬ 
ral gas production from its 
portfolio Thursday, an¬ 
nouncing it would sell Al¬ 
berta land to a subsidiary of 
British energy giant Centri¬ 
ca PLC for $375 million. 

The sale of the Wildcat 
Hills property, northwest 
of Calgary, brings Suncor’s 
total divestiture tally to 
$2.8 billion since its union 
with Petro-Canada just 
over a year ago. Suncor 
had aimed to shed be¬ 
tween $2 billion and $4 bil¬ 
lion in non-core assets. 

Direct Energy, the Cen¬ 
trica subsidiary, is one of 
North America’s biggest 
power suppliers, and has

been looking to use more 
of its own gas production 
to fuel its operations. 
“Growing our upstream 


gas and power assets is im¬ 
portant to ensuring we are 
a stable, long-term partner 
to the millions of residen¬ 
tial and business cus¬ 
tomers we serve across 
North America,” said Chris 
Weston, president and 
CEO of Direct Energy. 

After Thursday’s acqui¬ 
sition, about 35 per cent of 
the load required by Direct 
Energy’s North American 
natural gas customers is 
covered. 

The Wildcat Hills assets 
produce 80 million cubic 
feet per day of natural gas, 
and hold 240 billion cubic 
feet equivalent of natural 
gas reserves.

Doctors in Edmonton are 
confirming a media report 
that says that there’s a rel¬ 
atively new way for bacte¬ 
ria to become resistant to 
antibiotics, and it’s leaving 
few choices for treatment. 

“This is the latest twist 
on what is really an old 
story: The gradual accu¬ 
mulation of resistance to 


antibiotics that we see in 
bacteria,” said Dr. Mark 
Joffe, Alberta Health Serv¬ 
ices (AHS) senior medical 
director. 

“As they accumulate new 
ways of becoming resistant 
to the antibiotics, we may 
have fewer and fewer choic¬ 
es left for treatment.” 

Dr. Gerry Predy, AHS sen¬ 
ior medical officer of 
health, said there was a pa¬ 
tient infected with this new 
organism in the spring, but

wouldn’t go into details. 
Only one similar infection 
has been reported in Cana¬ 
da, a woman who was suc¬ 
cessfully treated in B.C. 

“We are concerned 
about it, for sure,” Joffe 
said. “We’re concerned 
about this globally because 
most of the strains that 
have been identified so far 
come from the Indian sub¬ 
continent and the U.K.” 

Joffe said we will start to 
see them more frequently. 


“We have to maintain 
surveillance for this organ¬ 
ism so we can identify 
when it comes up,” Predy 
said. “The important thing 
is to maintain strong infec¬ 
tion prevention.” 

Joffe said anyone con¬ 
sidering travel for medical 
treatment anywhere in the 
world needs to consider 
their options carefully and 
weigh the risks.

Especially 
when you get into the 
upper echelon you get to 
travel all over the world. 


And when you travel every¬ 
thing is high end. 

Describe the Nationals before 
the Olympics. 

I hurt myself in December 
before Nationals... two 
weeks before Nationals the 
pain started getting worse 
and I was spending more 
time in physio. I think dur¬ 
ing Nationals I was going on 
all adrenaline... had I not 
qualified for the Olympics, I 
was planning on retiring.

There have been several 
movies involving Playboy 
magazine’s iconic chief but 
what makes Hugh Hefner:

There’s a lot wrong with 
the film adaptation of best¬ 
seller Eat Pray Love. 

It’s a completely self-in¬ 
dulgent exploration of up¬ 
per-middle-class 
dissatisfaction, it 
condescends to native cul¬ 
tures and eastern spirituali¬ 
ty and it never adequately 
identifies just what 
problems protagonist Liz 
Gilbert (Julia Roberts) is 
struggling with. But none 
of that is the fault of 
Roberts or director and co¬ 
writer Ryan Murphy. 

The movie is well-shot, 
with sumptuous visuals 
and exciting camera work, 
and Roberts does her best 
to make Gilbert likeable or 
at least relateable. No, the 
real problems are with the 
source material. 

The story goes that 
Gilbert walks away from 
her flighty husband (Billy 
Crudup) because of an un¬ 
defined sense of lack, 


shacks up with an actor 
(James Franco) and then 
ditches him, hijacking his 
obnoxious affinity for an 
Indian guru and taking off 
on a year-long journey of 
self-discovery and 
indulgence. Along the way, 
she learns it’s OK to enjoy 
eating in Rome, smiles and 
nods at a young woman 
forced into an arranged 
marriage in India and tries 
to resist the charms of an 
older Brazilian man (Javier 


Bardem) in Bali while basi¬ 
cally using the locals as 
fashionable accessories. 

About the only thing 
Murphy can be blamed for 
is the running time. The 
movie clocks in at a 
leisurely 140 minutes, and 
there’s really no excuse for 
that. In each of the three 
locations, there are points 
where the story lags. It’s 
basically almost two and a 
half hours of “but I’ve nev¬ 
er been to me.” © ned ehrbar

Flesh-eating fish thrive on 


O Piranha 3D stars a mutated form of the killer fish 
O Prehistoric creatures bigger, nastier and uglier

With a movie like Piranha 
3D, it’s pretty safe to as¬ 
sume you know what 
you’re going to get. 

In fact, if there were any 
doubt, director Alexandre 
Aja recently described the 
film as a mix between 
Gremlins, Weird Science 
and Dead Alive. 

“It is funny,” exclaimed 
star Jessica Szohr (TV’s Gos¬ 
sip Girl) from Manhattan. 
“I think you’ 11 laugh, 


you’ll be very scared and 
entertained — it’s a scary, 
funny, summer popcorn 
movie.” 

Even the studio’s mar¬ 
keting department has 
picked up on Piranha 3D’s 
potential as a fun summer 
movie. The film’s poster 
fittingly pays homage to 
Steven Spielberg’s classic 
Jaws but while that 1975 
thriller featured a menac¬ 
ing shark. Piranha 3D stars 
a mutated form of nasty 
omnivorous freshwater 
fish. 

“(The filmmakers) based 


it off a prehistoric piranha 
so it’s not like your mod¬ 
ern-day piranha and they 
kind of decided to make it 
look like what they 
thought a prehistoric one 
would look like,” said 
Szohr. Indeed, the species 
in the thriller is definitely 
bigger, uglier and much 
nastier — especially in 3-D. 
“It’ll be fun (to see) with 
the piranhas popping out 
at you and all the craziness 
that goes on.” 

Presumably, Hollywood 
will be banking on flesh¬ 
eating fish to have the 


same effect Jaws had on au¬ 
diences more than 30 years 
ago — fear of the water. 
Even more than three-di¬ 
mensional seafood, that 
natural phobia may be the 
true potency of Piranha 3D. 

“We don’t know what’s 


going on (underwater). You 
can’t see and you can only 
go under for so long if you 
want to check out what’s 
going on. It’s just a whole 
mystery of what is there,” 
said Szohr with a dramatic 
pause. "... Or what’s not.”

Although David Cronen¬ 
berg has made more than a 
dozen films in T.O. and 
says “I love shooting in 
Toronto,” film critic Geoff 
Pevere says “Toronto had 
never seemed weirder” 
than in the director’s epic 


Videodrome. 

The story of a sleazy UHF 
television station program¬ 
mer who becomes 
spellbound by the hallucina¬ 
tory power of pom movies, 
is set in Toronto and not on¬ 
ly used many of the city’s lo¬ 
cations, but its unique 
references as well. Civic TV 
allegedly refers to CityTV,

Yonge and Dundas and 
Beyond 

For a look at the down- 
and-dirty Yonge Street 
Strip, once the body mb 
capital of Canada, check 
out Ron Mann’s 1974 Super- 
8 documentary The Strip.

T his summer has 
turned into the 
summer of the 
former junkie 
confessional au¬ 
tobiography.

His book, Mus- 
taine: A Heavy Metal Mem¬ 
oir (HarperCollins), 
contains so many tales of 
alcohol and drug abuse 
that you’re almost guaran¬ 
teed to wake up the next 
morning with a hangover 
and a bad case of opiate 
withdrawal. 

Mustaine knows rehab 
because he’s been through 
it 17 times. “You go in 
there, get sobered up but 
there was no really giving 
you the tools to cope with 
stuff. It’s like sobering up a 
drunken horse thief. As 
soon as he sobers up, what 
have you got? A horse 
thief.” Dave’s spiral to near¬ 
death was rooted largely in 
unresolved emotional pain 
that went back decades. 

The most frightening re¬ 
hab episode involved 
falling asleep in an 
awkward position in a 
chair. When he woke up, 
his left arm was asleep and 
wouldn’t wake up. Doctors 
said he’d never play guitar 
again. 

“There’s a little nerve on 
the inside of my bicep on 
my left arm. It’s about 4 
millimetres around and it 
got crunched like when 
you chew on a drinking 
straw. It needed to grow 
back and it grows at a mil¬ 
limeter per month. Then 
there was the physical ther¬ 
apy that followed that: 13 
months of picking up nee¬ 
dles with some tweezers 
and sticking them into a 
pegboard and turning a 
doorknob.

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One burger, four cuts of meat 


O Solving the problem of dry burgers © A hands-off approach helps keep the meat fluffy 


Ingredients: 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) ground 
prime rib 

• 500 g (1 lb) ground brisket 

• 500 g (1 lb) ground skirt 
steak 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) ground filet 

• 8 hamburger buns 

• Kosher salt and pepper 

• 1 large red onion, sliced in¬ 
to 5-mm (1/4-inch) rings 

• 250 ml (1 cup) lemon aioli 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) brie, cut into 
thin slices 


When Tyler Florence was 
creating hamburgers for 
his new restaurant, his 
goal was simple — a burg¬ 
er that stays moist no 
matter how well-done it is 
cooked. 

The solution was all a 
matter of numbers — one 
month of experimenting 
with the percentage of fat 
and the number of cuts of 
meat. 

“Most people do an 80- 
20 lean-to-fat ratio,” Flo¬ 
rence, whose Wayfare 
Tavern opened recently in 
San Francisco, said in a 
telephone interview. 

“We go 75-to-25 ratio, 
so it’s a little fattier. So 
even if you like it well 
done, it’s still nice and 
moist.” 

For the cuts of meat, 
Florence settled on four 
of them — prime rib, 
brisket, skirt steak and 
filet. And after they are 
ground (at another facili¬ 
ty), it’s mostly a hands-off

procedure. 

“When it comes in, no 
one is really allowed to 
touch it except to take it 
out of the package and 
weigh it out,” said Flo¬ 
rence, host of Food Net¬ 
work’s The Great Food 
Truck Race.

It loses 
that fluffiness once you 
work it too much. It starts 
to become chewy really 
quickly.” 

Florence was equally

It wasn’t too long ago that 
Owen Westman’s cus¬ 
tomers at Rickhouse Bar 
didn’t even know there 
were Japanese whiskies 
available, let alone ask for 
them by name. 

“They certainly do 
now,” he says. 

Although best known 
for sake, Japan has a 
whisky tradition stretch¬ 
ing back more than a cen¬ 
tury. It’s not widely 
available in North Ameri¬ 
ca, but that’s changing as 
companies like major pro¬ 
ducer Suntory work to 
boost overseas sales. 

And maybe Bill Murray 
had something to do with 
it. His character in the 
2003 movie Lost in Transla¬ 
tion goes to Japan to shoot 
a whisky commercial. 

Suntory exports a num¬ 
ber of products, including 
Yamazaki single malt 
whiskies and Hibiki, a 


blend. Like Scotch, the 
Japanese product is spelled 
without the extra “e.” In 
fact, the origins of the 
Japanese whisky industry 
have ties to Scotland. Sun¬ 
tory founder Shinjiro Torii 
hired Masataka Taketsuru, 
who studied distilling in 
Scotland. Taketsuru went 


on to found Nikka, also a 
major producer. 

Despite that history, 
Suntory whisky is “not 
Scotch made in Japan,” 
points out Eric Ariyoshi, a 
Suntory brand manager 
based in San Francisco. 

One of Torii’s goals was 
“to really create a Japanese 


Overseas sales 

► Overall, Japanese whisky is 
a fraction of total U.S. sales. 
Suntory launched the Hibi¬ 
ki brand in Europe and the 
U.S. last year with sales of 
6,000 cases. This year, they 
hope to sell 8,000 cases of 
Hibiki overseas and 31,000 
cases of Yamazaki. To put 
that into perspective, 2009 
total whiskey sales in the 
United States amounted to 
46.5 million cases, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. Distilled Spir¬ 
its Council. 

whisky that catered to a 
more subtle palate,” says 
Ariyoshi. “If you think 
about Japanese food it 
tends to be on the lighter 
side, very subtle flavours. 
One of his specific goals 
was to create a whisky that 
fits into that palate.”

Whitlock setting 
example for Esks 


O Running back’s 577 rushing 
yards is second only to Argos’ Boyd 


If Arlcee Whitlock was easi¬ 
ly discouraged, he would 
have walked away after his 
debut with the Edmonton 
Eskimos in the second 
week of the 2009 CFL sea¬ 
son. 

Whitlock didn't buckle 
then and won't now, even 
with the Eskimos stagger¬ 
ing to a 1-5 start. 

Through six games in a 
season in which precious 
little has gone right, the 
26-year-old running back 
from Rock Hill, S.C., has 
been one of the few bright 
spots for coach Richie 
Hall's Eskimos, amassing 
577 rushing yards on 90 
carries. 

As Whitlock proved af¬ 
ter a disastrous debut 
against the Montreal Alou- 
ettes 13 months ago, being 
down doesn't necessarily 
mean out. 

“I'm very excited this 
year,” Whitlock said. “I 
think I've established what 
I'm capable of doing early 
this season. 

“I tiy to get better as 
time goes on. I get better 
with time. Having started 
fast, it's going to give me 
an opportunity to have a 
good season because I'm a 
harsh critic of myself and I 
want to get better.” 

As tough a start as the 
Eskimos have had, it's no 
worse than July 9, 2009, 
when Whitlock started
